Some De’s and Don’t’s 
For Young Christians 


An earnest Christian young mafi 
in Dubuque, Iowa, writes the fol- 
lowing questions: 

1. Should a Christian go on ex- 
cursions ? 

2. Should a person read the com- 
mon run of books, magazines, etc., 
that are okayed by the teachers, 
etc? 

3. Should a Christian listen to 
the radio plays, mysteries, etc? 

4. Should a Christian drink soft 
drinks, pop, etc? 

5. In becoming a Christian, 
should one break a friendship with 
. unsaved friends? 

6. Will you give me a list of do’s 
and don’t’s for a Christian if you 
have one? 

I will answer them by number. 


1. Should a Christian go on ex- 
curstons ? 

Answer: I think often an excur- 
sion might be a very pleasant and 
profitable way to spend some time. 
For.. instance, recently a_ large 
group of Christians, principally 
students from Moody Bible Insti- 
tute, went on an excursion across 
Lake Michigan to Benton Harbor 
and returned. The cost was low— 
I think $1.00 per person, The whole 
group were Christians. They had 
testimonies, singing, and Christian 
conversation, as well as taking 
kodak pictures and the joy of rid- 
ing on the water and the thrill of 
strange sights and experiences. 


However, there are many excur- 
sions where a Christian would prob- 
ably be out of place. That would de- 
pend on whether or not it put them 
in bad company and whether the 
sights and amusements and con- 
versation were such as would be 
pleasing to God. Personally, I 
think I would not feel free to go 
on an excursion if it cost too much 
money, if 1 was forced into close 
company with drinking, dancing 
and other worldly or sinful prac- 
tices, or if it took time that ought 
to be put at something else. It is 
certainly legitimate for a Chris- 
tian to have some holidays, some 
recreation, some periods of rest. 


2. Should a person read the com- 
mon run of books, magazines, etc., 
that are okayed by the teachers, 
etc? 


Answer: The books and maga- 
zines recommended by teachers 
should be of high grade and often 
are. I am. glad that in school I 
Was required to read some of the 
works of Mark Twain, some books 
by Sir Walter Scott, and other 
standard writers. I remember Ivan- 
hoe, Silas Marner, Richard Carvel, 
plays and poems by Shakespeare, 
poems by Browning, Tennyson, 
Burns and Longfellow that I was 
required to read, and I think, were 
profitable in cultivating my mind. 
Not many magazines were recom-

The terrible curse and waste and 
destruction of world-wide war has 
brought its natural and inevitable 
result, worldwide want. But there 
is a shortage which is far more 
serious and involving infinitely 
more peril than is this material 
scarcity. What that shortage is you 
will find in my text in First Corin- 
thians 7:29: “The time is short.” 

There is nothing of which any of 
us has less to spare and yet of 
which most of us are so prodigal 
and so wasteful as time. Happy,

Christians suffer. 
My dear Bill: 

Your nice letter deserved an 
early letter, but I was away from 
home, and this is the first time that 
I have a few days without speak- 
ing and overwhelming duties. 

You ask if a friend of yours 
with T. B. might now be receiving 
punishment for past sins, even 
though now she is saved and sur- 
rendered to the Lord. 

That is possible, but certainly not 
necessarily true. David and Lot, in 
the Bible, certainly suffered for 
their sin, and in David's case it is 
quite clear that he suffered after 
he had confessed his sin and had 
been forgiven. But it seems to me 
more likely that your friend is 
simply undergoing a training which 
God means as a rich blessing, and 
to prepare her for heaven. 

Suffering may come to a Chris- 
tian for any one of the following 
reasons: 

1. To giorify God before others. 
For this reason, Lazarus was sick 
and died (John 11:4). For this 
reason a man was born blind and 
lived in blindness many years 
(John 9:3). In these two cases the 
miracles .of Christ in raising the 
dead and healing the blind made 
their suff wonderfully worth 
while in glorifying Christ. But Job 
also suffered, not because of any 
sin of his own, but for the glory of

3. Sometimes Christians are per- 
mitted to suffer as a special grace 
of God, allowing them to enter in- 
to the sufferings of Christ. For in- 
stance, James and John, when they 
were beaten, rejoiced “that they 
were counted worthy to suffer 
shame for His name” (Acts 5:21). 
This is a special privilege allowed - = 
Christians who are willing and 
seek to be worthy of it. Notice ~

in which any one of us can be 
saved, none of us can tell. It may 
be measured by a few weeks, it 
may be measured by a few hours, 
or a few minutes or a few heart- 
beats, but at the very longest, “‘the 
time is short,” very, very short. 


In the second place, the time is 
short in which to make adequate 


preparation for eternity. Prepara- 
tion for eternity does not end with 
our being saved. Indeed, when we 
are saved, when our sins are for- 
given and we really become chil- 
dren of God, our preparation for 
eternity is very far from complete; 
it has just begun. Many imagine 
that the moment that they are 
saved, the moment that their sins 
are forgiven, they are ripe for 
heaven. This is not so. After one 
has received, through faith in Je- 
sus Christ, full pardon for all his 
sins, and has been born again and 
has become a true child of God, 
there is still to be wrought a great 
work of moral and spiritual prepa- 
ration for heaven, for eternity, for 
eternal companionship with God 
the Father and Jesus Christ. 


Preparation for heaven begins 


with salvation; it does not end with 
it. A full and adequate prepara- 
tion for heaven is a matter that re- 
quires time. It requires much time. 
The more time we have to devote 
to preparation for eternity, and the 
better use we make of that time, 
the better it is for us; and the mére 
abundant will be our entrance into 
the everlasting kingdom of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, and 
the richer arid fuller and more sat- 
isfactory will be our eternity, and 
the better we shall be fitted to en- 
joy heaven and its holy and pe- 
culiar joys. 

If we begin our preparation for 
an eternal heaven at the very dawn 
of a long life, the time is none too 
long. The time is very short, in- 
deed, for this all-important work. 
Let us make the most of it. ‘Khe 
development of a Christ-like char- 
acter is not the work of a day. 
We have not one hour to lose. It 
is true that we have an eternity to 
live in, but we have only a brief 


~tifetime In which to prepare for it. 


In the third place, the time is 
short for laying up treasures in 
heaven. It is the clear teaching of 
the Lord Jesus that by certain 
definite courses of action we make 
deposits in the eternal “Reserve 
Bank” of heaven, deposits which it 
shall be our future and eternal 
privilege to enjoy. Most men do 
not begin soon enough to lay up 
for old age, and, therefore, when 
old age steals upon them, they 
must spend it in penury and dis- 
tress. But deposits which we are 
to draw upon and enjoy for all 
eternity are vastly more importalit 
than those that the prudent man 
makes for a rainy day or for his 
ald age. The property that we ac- 
cumulate on earth we can enjoy 
but for a few years at the longest; 
the property we accumulate in 
heaven we can enjoy for an endless 
eternity. How important then that 
we make our accumulations there 
as large as possible! The time in 
which to do it is short, exceedingly 
short. For every wasted day, for 
wasted hour, for every wast- 
“dlar, we shall be poorer for all 


{rgrternity. Ah! there are some of us 


here tonight who will wake up 
some day to the importance of lay- 
ing up treasure in heaven; and we 
will regret it to all eternity that 
we did not begin soon enough and 
work more sedulously at it to make 
a better showing. | 


In the fourth place, the time is 
short in which to save souls. Oh, 
the vast importance of saving 
souls, saving every man, woman, 
and child we can from sin and its 
awful temporal and eternal con- 
sequence! Oh, the urgent cry of 
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God, “The time is short!’’ Do you 
realize of what immeasurable value 
a single soul is in God’s sight? Do 
you realize the awful degradation 
and agony of a soul that is lost, 
eternally lost? Do you realize the 
unutterable joy and the inconceiv- 
able glory of the soul that is 
saved’? That is the most royal of 
all occupations, saving souls, and 
it is open to us all. But the time 
for doing it is short, exceedingly 
short. Not a year to lose, not a 
week to lose, not a day to lose, 
not a moment to lose! There aiv 
souls to be saved on every hand, 
and the time to do it is short. Let 
us up and at it at once. If you 
are not saved yourself, get saved 
tonight in order that you may get 
at this glorious work of saving 
others at once. 

In the fifth place, the time is 
short to pray. I have often spoken 
to you of the mighty power oi 
prayer and of how to pray with 
mighty power. But the time for 
this wondrous and mighty work of 
prayer is short. There are some 
great things that can be wrought 
by prayer, that must be wrought 
tonight or never. There were 
great things that you might have 
wrought by prayer yesterday, but 
you did not seize the opportunity. 
The time was short, and it is now 
gone forever. Let us stand and cry 
into the yawning abyss of the past, 
“Yesterday, where art thou?” Lis- 
ten to the answer, “Gone forever.” 

And today will soon be yester- 
day and its opportunities also will 
be gone forever, and so with tomor- 
row and all coming days of the 
brief span of life. All gone forever! 
Oh, do you not hear God shouting 
to you, “The time is short! The 
time is short!” 


Why the Time Is So Short 


Now let us consider why the time 
is so short. 

First of all, the time is short be- 
cause Death is fleet-footed and is 
swiftly, speedily pursuing each one 
of us. The fleetest runner will soon 
be overtaken by Death. We may 
run away from Death for a while, 
but Death beats us all on the home 
stretch. Death seems to you very 
far away tonight, does it not? So 
it did a few days ago to that man 
who was carried in a coffin to the 
cemetery this afternoon. Death is 
not very far away from any one of 
us who. is here tonight. “There is 
(always) but a step between” an'y 
one of us and death. We may not 
enjoy that fact, but it is a fact nev- 
ertheless, and we might as well 
look it square in the face. It is 
only the fool that shuts his eyes to 
facts because they are unpleasant. 


In the second place, the time is 
short because Jesus Christ is com- 
ing quickly. The very last thing 
our Lord Jesus Christ says in the 
Bible, found in the next to the last 
verse in the Book, is, “Yea: I come 
quickly” (R.V.3). Just how quick- 
ly the Lord Jesus may come, of 
course, I do not pretend to say, I 
do not know. No one knows. But 
everything in these days seems to 
be focusing toward that great arid 
glorious consummation with 
startling rapidity. But whenever 
that day may come, it will take 
many of us here by surprise and 
overwhelm many of us with dis- 
may; and the time of His absence 
and our. opportunity will seem 
short indeed, and we shall say, 
“How quickly He came! Why did 
I not believe His word, ‘Yea, I 
come quickly’?” If you knew that 
Christ would come tomorrow, 
would you waste time as you have 
been wasting it this last week? 
He may come tomorrow. Yes, He 
will come tomorrow — some tomor- 
row. 

In the third place, the time is 
short because of the near approach 
of the loss of capacity and power. 
Even if Christ tarries and Death 
lingers, there are things which we 
have a capacity for doing today 
for which we shall not have a ca- 
pacity.in a short time. How many 
men there are who once had a pow- 
er that is now gone, and who look 
back with bitter regret over their 
wasted years! They themselves 
still linger here, but the old-time 
power has vanished and they can 
only idly stand and watch others 
do what they could have done, but 
did not. 

I knew intimately a singer with 
a marvelous voice. Ten years or,so 
ago she was regarded by many’ as 
the most entrancing grand opera 
singer in the world, in the parts 
that she rendered. I knew her Mm 
her early girlhood. She learned to 
sing in our Sunday school in Min- 
neapolis, and when her voice be-

mended by teachers in those days, 
but I recall the Pathfinder, which, 
though not what it ought to be 
when it discusses religious matters, 
yet affords a great deal of infor- 
mation inexpensively. 

I think that many novels which 
are on the reading list in schools 
and colleges are not fit to read, 
but fortunately there is usually a 
wide range of selection, and one 
does not have to read all, but can 
pick out the best with the advice 
and counsel of older Christians. 


Personally, while I cannot take 
much time for secular reading, I 
like to read Time and Newsweek 
magazines for current events and 
world affairs, and I read some of 
the articles in the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post on the world conditions, 
economics, war, etc. Often such 
magazines are more reliable than 
the daily papers and better worth 
one’s time. Recently I read a very 
fine article on “Why America 
Ought Not to Go to War” by ex- 
president Herbert Hoover in Lib- 
erty magazine. Usually, I think 
that Liberty magazine is not fit to 
read, especially the stories in it, 
and I do not advise Christians to 
read it generally. I do not take it, 
but bought that copy for that ar- 
ticle. 

I do not believe that novels and 
love stories are all bad. Some, writ- 
ten by fine Christians and with 
godly motives, are very fine, while 
others are as rotten as can be. I 
like especially stories like those 
published by Moody Bible Institute 
Colportage Association, some pub- 
lished by Eerdman Company, and 
some of those published in Zonder- 
van Publishing House which we sell 


gan to develop she sang solos for 
me with great effect in our meet- 
ings in that city. But she was 
persuaded to go into grand opera 
where she had such a career that 
her name became known in Wag- 
nerian opera on both sides of the 
Atlantic. I often wondered wheth- 
er some day she would return to 
her first love and give her voice 
to singing the gospel. But should 
she wish to do it now, it is too 
late. Last January I was informed 
that the one with whom this mar- 
velous singer had trained, had said 
her voice was now practically gone. 

And there are many of you. who 
have a voice or some other gift 
that you could use for Christ, but 
listen! the time is short. Put off 
the time of using your talent, and 
the talent will be gone forever. 
Many a one has had rare gifts as 
a preacher, but has squandered 
them in preaching the silly trash 
of the popular pulpit and not the 
simple but mighty gospel of the 
Son of God, and now his gifts are 
gone, gone forever. 

In the fourth place, the time is 
short because of the loss of oppor- 
tunity. Christ tarries. Death lin- 
gers, powers continue, but oppor- 
tunities are gone. Each day carries 
many golden opportunities into the 
bosom of the fathomless ocean of 
the past. The time is short indeed. 
The opportunity is today. Strike 
now, or you will never strike at 
all. How fast the clock goes! 

One evening when Mr. Alexander 
and I were in Brighton, England, 
one of the workers went out from 
the afternoon meeting to a res- 
taurant for his evening meal. His 
attention was drawn toward the 
man who waited upon him, and 
there came to his heart a strong 
impression that he should speak to 
that waiter about his soul, but thet 
seemed to him such an unusual 
thing to do that he kept putting 
it off. When the meal was ended 
and the bill paid, he stepped out 
of the restaurant, but he had such 
a feeling that he should speak to 
that waiter, that he decided to wait 
outside until the waiter came out. 
In a little while the proprietor 
came out and began to put up the 
shutters and asked him why he was 
waiting. He replied that he was 
waiting to speak with the man 
who had waited upon him at the 
table. The proprietor replied: “You 
will never speak to that man again. 
After waiting upon you he went to 
his room and shot himself.” 

Oh, men and women, there are 
opportunities open to every one of 
us tonight that will be gone, and 
gone forever before another day 
dawns. The time is short!

circulation; out of Ben Hur, out of 
Prince of the House of David, and 
Pilgrim’s Progress, years ago. 

I particularly warn young people 
against reading the average cheap 
magazines like True Confessions, 
magazines that especially empha- 
size sex and those which have pic- 
tures of partly undressed girls on 
the cover. Any magazine which 
must appeal to Jewdness and lust 
on its cover to sell is pretty cer- 
tain to be rotten inside. 

I should say that standards in 
the schools are largely changed for 
the worse, and the average English 
high school teacher does not have 
the high standards now that such 
teachers had a few years ago, so 
young people would do well to 
watch themselves and have pastors 
or other good Christian workers 
recommend the books they read. 
If young people will write me about 
particular books, I will be glad to 
give an opinion where I can do so 
intelligently. You may trust any 
book we sell in The Sword Book 
Room. 

However, secular knowledge is 
not necessarily wrong nor sinful, 
and all real truth and joy is from 
God and should be considered rev- 
erently. 

3. Should a Christian listen to the 
radio plays, mysteries, etc? 

Answer: Those I have heard 
have usually been very poor, not 
fit to waste time on. I believe that 
the average is sorry, and like very 
poor literature. In our home we 
never listen to them and I do not 
want my children to waste their 
time that way. There may be ex- 
ceptions. We have often listened to 
Amos and Andy, and I believe that 
enjoyment was wholesome and 
good. I was once in a place where 
the radio was turned on to the Ma 
Perkins program several days in 
succession, and I heard that pro- 
gram with some enjoyment, and I 
did not see anything harmful in 
it, but I believe that is an excep- 
tion.- I could not endorse the Ma 
Perkins program unreservedly 
without hearing more of it. 

On the radio I listen to (a) some 
choice religious services when I can 
get time, and (b) news reports oc- 
casionally, particularly war. news, 
not much to general news, and not 
regularly to any news report; (c) 
some high grade music. We never 
listen to dance orchestras and jazz 
music, (d) occasionally to a speech 
by some nationally-known char- 
acter. 

4. Should a Christian drink soft 
drinks, pop, etc? 
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Answer: I should think some- 
times, but not to excess. For in- 
stance, lemonade is certainly a soft 
drink. I think it is certainly pref- 
erable to tea and coffee, and that 
other soft drinks on the market 
are generally not as harmful as 
tea and coffee. However, I think 
Christians should do well not to 
be bound by a habit. Young people 
might waste money and might de- 
velop an unnecessary or even 
harmful habit of drinking soft 
drinks. Whatever tends to bind a 
Christian in chains of habit is like- 
ly to be wrong. 

We never serve coffee at our 
house except to visitors who are 
accustomed to it. I do not think 
it always harmful but I think that 
to serve lemonade or root beer or 
a fruit punch is less likely to be 
harmful than coffee or tea. A gen- 
eral rule would be for a Christian 
to be temperate, live inexpensively 
and not be enslaved by habits and 
yet enjoy the good things God pro- 
vides when one can afford them 
and when they do not do harm or 
hurt our influence. 

5. In becoming a _ Christian, 
should one break a friendship with 
unsaved friends? 

Answer: No, not necessarily. 
Jesus often went to the homes of 
unsaved people for meals, as He 
did with Simon the Pharisee (Luke 
7:36-50). When Matthew the pub- 
lican was saved, he had Jesus in 
for dinner and invited many of his 
unsaved friends to meet Jesus and 
hear Him talk at that happy meal 
(Luke 5:27-29). When Jesus wes 
severely criticised for eating and 
drinking with publicans and sin- 
ners, He answered, ““They that are 
whole need not a physician; but 
they that are sick” (Luke 5:30, 
31). When a young Christian is 
saved he should love unsaved 
friends better than ever, and 
earnestly seek to win them. But 
certainly he should not go with 
them in sin and should be so out- 
and-out that he can have a definite 
and positive influence for Christ. 
When a young person is saved, he 
should certainly quit the dance, 
quit the tavern, and should cer- 
tainly not put up with bad lan- 
guage and sin. 

Often a young Christian may win 
his companions that he loved as 
a sinner. But when he cannot win 
them if he is really true to Christ, 
then they will leave him and re- 
fuse his company. If you live true 
to Christ, you will often lose the 
friends who might lead you wrong, 
unless you can win them to Christ. 

By all means a young Christian 
should continue to love the old 
friends he had before he was saved 
and should earnestly strive to win 
them.

At Jackson, Michigan, two weeks 
ago in revival services, I preached 
on, “Ye have not, because ye ask 
not” (James 4:2). I showed that 
asking is God’s way for a Chris- 
tian to get what he needs, or in 
fact, anything he wants, if he has 
a right to want it.

I am sorry, but that is too big 
a job. That is what the Bible is 
for. Besides, just keeping a set of 
rules would not make a good Chris- 
tian. Rather, let me give you three 
general rules that will help you to 
settle any problem. 

(1) Read the Bible a great deal, 
read it prayerfully, and agree with 
God that you will try to live by 
every precept found therein. You 
will find the answer to most of 
your problems that way. 

(2) Seek to be so filled with the 
Holy Spirit that He will guide your 
conscience and let you know what 
pleases and what displeases Him. 
It is a wonderful blessing to have 
an inward teacher who can show 
us what is sinful and wrong and 
can guide us into the truth, as Je- 
sus said that the Holy Spirit would 
do (John 14:26; John 15:26; John 
16:13). 

(3) Whatever will hinder your 
influence and usefulness or grieve 
others is to be avoided. A Chris- 
tian should not only be honest, but 
should provide things honest in the 
sight of all men (II Cor. 8:21). 
He must not only observe his own 
conscience but observe his broth- 
er’s weak conscience also (I Cor. 
8:10-13, being careful not to cause 
anybody to stumble.

are an abomination unto the 

Lord: and because of these 

abominations the Lord thy God 

doth drive them out from be- 

fore thee” (Deut. 18:12). 

8 DO YOU KNOW that Sam- 
uel’s most effective way of impress- 
ing upon Saul the enormity of the 
sin of disobedience was by liken- 
ing it to spiritualistic witchcraft? 

“For rebellion is as the sin 
of witchcraft, and stubborn- 
ness is as iniquity and idolatry. 

Because thou hast rejected the 

word of the Lord, he hath also 

rejected thee from being king” 

I Sam. 15:23). 


9. DO YOU KNOW that Saul, 
king of Israel, when he was Zeal- 
ous for God, cleared all spiritual- 
istic mediums out of the land? 

“Now Samuel was dead, and 
all Israel had lamented him, 
and buried him in Ramah, even 
in his own city. And Saul had 
put away those that had fa- 
miliar spirits, and the wizards, 

out of the land” (I Sam. 28:3).

14. DO YOU KNOW that it is 
insulting to God to seek to consult 
the dead when you can inquire of 
Him ? 

“And when they shall say 
unto you, Seek unto them that 
have familiar spirits, and unto 
wizards that peep, and that 
mutter: should not a people 
seek unto their God? for the 
living to the dead?” (Isa. 8: 
19).

15. DO YOU KNOW that the 
spiritualistic medium is demon- 
possessed, like the girl in Philippi, 
out of whom, in the name of Je- 
sus, Paul cast out the unclean 
spirit ? 

“And it came to pass, as we 
went to prayer, a certain dam- 
sel possessed with a spirit of 
divination met us, which 
brought her masters much gain 
by soothsaying: The same fol- 
lowed Paul and us, and cried, 
saying, These men are the serv- 
ants of the most high God, 
which shew unto us the way of 
salvation. And this did she 
many days. But Paul, being 
grieved, turned and said to the 
spirit, I command thee in the 
name of Jesus Christ to come 
out of her. And he came out 
the same hour” (Acts 16:316- 
18). 

16. DO YOU KNOW that true 
Christians, like those at Ephesus,

| dark practices of spiritualism ? 


“Many of them also which 
used curious arts brought their 
books together, and burned 
them before all men; and they 
counted the price of them, and 
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found it fifty thousand pieces 

of silver” (Acts 19:19). 

17. DO YOU KNOW that spirit- 
ualism is one of the works, not of 
the Spirit of God, but of the “flesh,” 
and that those guilty of them shall 
not inherit the kingdom of God? 

“Now the works of the flesh 
are manifest, which are these: 
Adultery, fornication, unclean- 
ness, lasciviousness, idolatry, 
witchcraft, hatred, variance, 
emulations, wrath, strife, se- 
ditions, heresies, envyings, 
murders, drunkenness, revell- 
ings, and such like; of the 
which I tell you before, as I 
have also told you in time past, 
that they which do such things 
shall not inherit the kingdom 
of God” (Gal. 5:19-21). 

18. DO YOU KNOW that those 
who have to do with spiritualism 
in any form have no place in heav- 
en (Rev. 22:15), but are cast in- 
to the lake burning with fire and 
brimstone? 

“For without are dogs, and 
sorcerers, and whoremongers, 
and murderers, and idolaters, 
and whosoever loveth and 
maketh a lie” (Rev. 22:15). 


19. DO YOU KNOW that the 
teachings of spiritualism are “doc- 
trines of devils’? 

“But the fearful, and unbe- 
lieving, and the abominable, 
and murderers, and whore- 
mongers, and sorcerers, and 
idolaters, and all liars, shall. 
have their part in the lake 
which burneth with fire and 
brimstone: which is the second 
death” (Rev. 21:8). 


20. DO YOU KNOW that some 
so-called demonstrations of spirits 
of the dead are simply clever im- 
personations and _ sleight-of-hand 
performances, and so proved, time 
and again? 

“Now the Spirit speaketh 
expressly, that in the latter 
times some shall depart from 
the faith, giving heed to seduc- 
ing. spirits, and doctrines of 
devils” (I Tim, 4:1). 

21. DO YOU KNOW that the 
modern rise and growth of spirit- 
ualism is one of the predicted signs 
of the “last days’’ and of the near 
approach of judgment? 

“Speaking lies in hypocrisy; 
having their conscience seared 
with a hot iron” (I Tim. 4:2). 

“Now the Spirit speaketh 
expressly, that im the latter 
times some shall depart from 
the faith, giving heed to se- 
ducing spirits, and doctrines 
of devils” (I Tim. 4:1).

than to enjoy the pleasures of sin 
for a season; esteeming the re- 
proach of Christ greater riches 
than the treasures of Egypt (Heb. 
11:24). Hebrews 11:36 shows that 
Christians often pleased God by 
choosing sufferings in His name, 
“that they might obtain a better 
resurrection” (Heb. 11:35). Chris- 
tians are commanded to rejoice 
when men revile them and perse- 
cute them and say all manner of 
evil against them falsely in Christ’s 
name. “For great is your reward 
in Heaven” (Matt. 5:11, 12). 


4. The Lord allows His people to 
suffer to refine them and purify 
them from sin; not as punishment, 
but to make them holy and draw 
them nearer to Him, even though 
they are already saved. Notice 
carefully the following scriptures: 

“Behold, I have refined thee, but 
not with silver; I have chosen thee 
in the furnace of affliction” (Isa. 
48:10). See also Zechariah 13:9. 

The oven of affliction takes sin 
and selfishness out of the Christian 
just as the refiner’s fire purges 
dross out of the silver. 

Malachi 3:2 and 3 says, “But 
who may abide the day of his com- 
ing? and who shall stand when he 
appeareth? For he is like a re- 
finer’s fire, and like fullers’ soap; 
and he shall sit as a refiner and 
purifier of silver: and he shall 
purify the sons of Levi, and purge 
them as gold and silver, that they 
may offer unto the Lord an offer- 
ing in righteousness.” 

Suffering is God’s way of using 
soap to clean up His children, and 
fire to refine them. 


5. God also purges His children 
that they may bring forth more 
fruit. Suffering often makes soul- 
winners. In John 15:2 Jesus says, 
“Every branch in me that beareth 
fruit, he purgeth it, that it may 
bring forth more fruit.” If God 
uses suffering to bring a soul to 
Christ, then often He gives more 
suffering, to make that one into a 
soul winner. God always has good 
reasons for allowing His people to 
suffer. David said, “‘Before I was 
afflicted I went astray: but now 
have I kept thy word” (Psa. 119: 
67). Suffering helps a Christian 
stay right and win souls. 


6. God also lets Christians suffer 
for their sins, even for sins that 
have already been forgiven. Be- 
cause some Christians at Corinth 
had failed to observe properly the 
Lord’s suffer, many were weak and 
sickly, and many had already died 
(I Cor. 11:30). 

To all Christians who suffer I 
commend two special passages of 
Scripture. The first one is First 
Peter 4:12, 13, which says: “Be- 
loved, think it not strange con- 
cerning the fiery trial which is to 
try you, as though some strange 
thing happened unto you: But re- 
joice, inasmuch as ye are partak- 
ers of Christ’s sufferings: that, 
when his glory shall be revealed, 
ye may be glad also with exceed- 
ing joy. 

The second is Hebrews 12:3 to 
11, which says, “For consider him 
that endured such contradiction of 
sinners against himself, lest ye be 
wearied and faint in your minds. 
Ye have not yet resisted unto 
blood, striving against sin. And ye 
have forgotten the exhortation 
which speaketh unto you as unto 
children, My son, despise not the 
chastening of the Lord, nor faint 
when thou art rebuked of him: 
For whom the Lord loveth he 
chasteneth, and scourgeth every 
son whom he receiveth. If ye en- 
dure chastening, God dealeth with 
you as with sons; for what son 
is he whom the father chasteneth 
not? But if ye be without chas- 
tisement, whereof all are partakers, 
then are ye bastards, and not sons. 
Furthermore we have had fathers 
of our flesh which corrected us, and 
we gave them reverence; shall we 
not much rather be in subjection 
unto the Father of spirits, and 
live? For they verily for a few 
days chastened us after their own 
pleasure; but he for our profit, that 
we might be partakers of his holi- 
ness. Now no chastening for the 
present seemeth to be joyous, but 
grievous: nevertheless afterward it 
yieldeth the peaceable fruit of 
righteousness unto them which are 
exercised thereby.” 


It is the lot of every Christian 
to suffer. God has blessed rewards 
for it, blessed purposes in it. Those 
Christians who suffer are dealt 
with as sons, beloved. God does it 
“for-our profit, that we might be 
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Heaven-Bound?
